Amiens, which hag been the ‘' dead 
city of Picardy " since its population of 
about 150,000, including 40,000 refu- 
gees, fled before the crest of the Ger- 
man offensive last Spring, is coming to 
life again. 

The menace of the invader has gone, 
for he has. been chased back toward 
the Somme, and now some of the peace- 
ful residents who had been refugees for 
months are creeping hack. Today street 
after street throughout the'city was: de- 
serted, but here and there the inevitable 
little old woman who would not leave 
her homme would come to her bomb or 
shell: splintered doorway as a horse- 
drawn or motor vehicle \ clattered 
through the thoroughfares. 

These vehicles carried men, sometimes 
officers and soldiers of Great Britain, 
France, or the United’ States, and some- 
times civilians who haye lived for years 
in the now shadow of a city, on their 
way to mass in the great Cathedral of 
Notre Dame, which, despite the damage 
from German guns and bombs, retains 
the title of the most beautiful in all 
France. 

Giving Thanks for Deliverance. 

The-service was to celebrate the de- 
liverance of the city from the Germans, 
and thanks were given to the allied 
arms which accomplished the delivery, 

The group gathered in the cathedra} 
showed that Amiens was coming back 
to life, for in addition to the khaki and 
the horizon blue of the wounded British 
and French soldiers, there was quite a 
sprinkling of the darker shades of civil- 
ian clothes. Mogt of those wepring the 
latter had returned ‘to the city since the 
enemy was thrown back.

The glass broken here dated back to 
the fourteenth century. Fortunately 
mueh ef it had been removed from the 
windews in time to save it, The same 
is true of the famous bronge atatues of 
Hishops, dating back to the thirteenth 

century, and the large number of price- 
lease paintings and interior decorations. 

Only one of the famous paintings wag 
damaged. That was cut across the cen:

The direct news from Europe on yes- 
terday’s fighting was entirely unim- 
portant, The main facts to be noted 
are that the allied pressure is still being 
exerted, and that, in spite of the Ger- 
man defense, the advance ig still going 
on. The rate of course is slow, very 
slow, A village here, a farm there, 
these are usually the sum total of the 
day’s successes.. It is a bitter game, 
marked by the most .stubborn sort of 
fighting. 

The Germans for the most part are 
holding their lines well. There is no 
longer any sign of confysion or panic, 
hut everywhere there’ is consistent and 
heavy resistance. There are, of. course, 
no fixed trenches in this section of the 
battlefield. Such earth defenses ag there 
are are hastily constructed affairs, de- 
fended not so’ much by their own 
strength as by the infantry which holds 
them. In the ease of the German in- 
fantry, there are almost as many ma- 
chine guhg gs there are men in the first 
positions, making it necessary te pre- 
pare the way thoroughly with artillery | 
bombardment almost as. heavy. as was - 
experienced in the battle of the Somme. 
‘The fight for each position is a battle 
in itself. 

The rate of “progress, “however, is 
greater than it was at the Somme and 
the attacks are more continuous. Hardly 
a day passes without some success, some 
town or position carried. There are 
none of those long lapses’ which be- 
came so charactéristic of trench war- 
fare. Yesterday, for.example, the Ca- 
nadians took two villages northwest of 
Roye, while the;French advanced their 
lines somewhat northeast of Ribecourt, 
which village they t80K Wednesday. 

Day by day the-French are creeping 
up the Oise Valley to Noyon, and 
‘thereby “mi bene the Gerntan ¥eténtion 
of the “west bank of ‘the’ river betweeh 
Noyon ‘and ‘Ribetourt’ more tenuois. 
Once this is ‘cleared, the German ‘line 
nast of the bend will have to fall back 
across the Oise and a general readjust- 
ment of the line in this immediate vi- 
cinity will have become necessary. 

There ia reason te belicve that the 
mevements which have @aken place 
since July 15 are nots part of the gen- 
eral offensive which the Allies will 
Jaunch when they 4re ready to begin 
what, it is hoped, will be the final bat- 
tle of the war. This final Battle may- 
and probably will consist of a number 

of battles launched at different points 
of the front, but all leading to a com- 
mon objective.

Repulse at Xivray Showed the 
\Teutons the Metal of Their 
New Antagonists. 


WITH THE AMERICAN *“TROOF? 
IN FRANCE, June 29, (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)—Though’ the 
American troops ‘have had three en- 
gagements in the Toul sector during the 
last three months, men in the: division 
say ‘‘there has been just one fight.’’

Text of Statemént. | 


General Crowder’s stater-.ent follows: 

‘* Preliminary steps have been taken 
by the Provost Marshal General,’’ said 
General Crowder’s statement, ‘‘ to. pro- 
vide for the registration of these men 
who will be affected by the act which 
Congress is expected shortly to. pass 
exending the age limits of. the — 
draft. 

‘* State headquarters, local boards, “ie 
other afficiais in the various States have 
been advised -to hold themselves in 
readiness to proceed promptly with their 
work as soon as Congress has acted 
and the President by. proclamation has 
fixed the date of registration: 

‘Until the | legislation is actually 
passed, it cannot be stated with exact-

; , tween therm. As he reads the approv- 

| img reception of Secrétary MCADoo’s 
remarks, Chairman Kitcnin will easily 
mee for himself that the way for him 
t6 get the bill he wants is to want the 
bill the Secretary prefers, which is 
much sounder in principle. The aif- 
ference between two proposals for tax- 
ing profits is best indicated by com- 
paring the statements of the Secre- 
tary and the Chairman. The Secre- 
tary distinguishes the taxes in these 
words: 

~ By a war profits tax we mean a tax 
profits in excess of those realized 
Before the war. By an excess profits 
we mean a tax upon profits in 
bess of a given return upon capital. 
je theory of a war profits tax is to 
tax profits due to the war. . The theory 
ef ah excess profits tax is to tax 
profits over and above a given return 
@h capital. 
“The Chairman's distinction betweén 
the taxes was given in these words: 
Under. the Treasury scheme the great 
combinations and firms in géntlemen’s 
agreements to Kéep up a certain sched- 
ule. of profits, whéther times are dull 
er brisk, would escape with a min- 
imum of taxation. Their profits would 
be no greater now-than béfore the war. 
They would be subject to the mod- 
erate excess profits taxes. Whéreas 
the mén who had a smal} business be- 
fore the war, and had operated under 
favorable conditions since, woulda pay 
thé high 80 per cent. war profits taxes. 
The Ways and Means Committee 
wishes to write a révénue bill that 

_ Will get those who profited before the 

war as well as those who are still 
profiteering. But the Treasury wants 
to get only present profitéers, and let 
those who profiteered before the war 
escape.

GERMANY AND THE BOYCOTTS. 

The growth of popular movements 
here for the trade punishment of Ger- 
mahy aftér thy war is stimulated by 
submarine raids of hélpless American 
fishing boats and other small craft. 
Evidence of this may be seen in. the 
success of the Armiefican Defens Bo- 
clety’s boycott campaign. Two. or 
three weeks ago the society bégan to 
ask Americans to sign a pledge bind- 
ing them to buy nothing made in Ger- 
many duting the temainder of their 
lives. Already more than 200,000 sig- 
natures have been obtained, and the 
Boycott Committee's. Chairman says 
that “tens of thousands are coming 
in daily.” The sociéty expected to 
wet at least 20,000,000. Probably 
that number will be ‘réachéd in the 
hear futute. Such moverients, of 
which the British and French Sea- 
men’s boycott is a prominent exam- 
ple, may be considered apart ftom 
the plans of Governments for legisla- 
tion or peace terms. They will be 
and their influence upon 
Governments must be taken into ac- 
count. The world knéws what some 
of thé trade plans ere. Great Britain 
intends to excludé cettain imports, or 
to admit them only by special license, 
and has tied up. raw materials in her 
colonies for years to come by purchase 
contracts. We shall defend our new 
dyestuffs and chemical industriés 
against German competitiqn. In many 
ways Germatiy will suffer trade loss, 
Whatever may be the requirements of 
hb peace settlement. 

The sévérity of these requirements 
will be determined mainly by public 
opinion fh the countries of Germany’s 
foes, atid this public opinion will be- 
come more and more hostile in the 
United States as the number of Amér- 
ican soldiers killed increases and ad- 
ditional submarine crimes are re- 
ported. Probably those who sign the 
boycott pledge would have our Gov- 
ernment insist upon repayment of 
money exactéd from Belgium and 
othér coufitries, the restoration of 
Buildings destroyed in France, sur- 
render of the Getman Navy and mer- 
éantilé marine to réplace in part the 
ships which have béén sunk, ahd the 
payment of money enough in cash or 
bonds to cover all wai expenses. The 
Germans and their Government should 
consider the boycotts, with the tend- 
éhcy of public sentiment that sug- 
¢ests ahd supports them.

OUR COAST PATROL. 

As the score of the U-boats operat- 
ing off the Atlantic Coast north of 
ape May increasds, there is, naturally, 
concern about thé sufficiéncy and vigi- 
lance of our coast patrol. In the last 
week thé British steamship Penistone, 
4,000 tons;. the Swedish steamship 
Syaland, 8,000 tons; the Norwegien 
freighter Sommeratad, 4,000 tons, and 
from ten to fifteen schooners, most of 
them fining veswéls, have been sent 
to the bottom, and the American oil 
tanker Fredetick P. Kellogs, 7,000 
tons, has béén attacked. The larger! 
ships have been terpedoed, the others 
shelled. - 

At least two enemy submarines have 
been seeti. They came to the surface 
when a@ fishing fleet was raided on 
Georges Bank on Saturday, Aug. 10, 
The following Monday the Sommerstad 
was torpedoed twenty-five miles south- 


east by east of Fire Island, not far. 


trom the spot where the United States 
armored cruiser San Diego was de- 
atroyed by a contact mine, so a board 
of inquiry reported, although Captain 
Curr asserted that the crulser had 
been torpedoed. 

It would appear to be the fact that 
the U-boat which sank the Sommer- 
stad attacked the oil tanker Kellogg 
off Barnegat on Tuesday evening, 
Aug. 18. She was carrying 7,000 bar- 
rela of cfude ofl from Tampico to Bos- 
ton, aid Ker cargo could ill be spared. 
Probably the same submarine shelled 


and sank the American schooner Dor- 


othy. Barrett near Cape May the fol- 
Towing Gay. After torpedoing the oll 
tanker the U-boat camé up to make 
sute of her prey. That the coast pa- 
trol is on the alert the appearance of 
seaplanes and chasers at the Dorothy 
Barrett sinking shows. They dropped 
depth pombs, but were probably too 
late. No questlon of the vigilance of 
the patrol can be rafsed, apparently, 
but ar6 enough vessels being used? 
And what of our aifplane service? Is 
it adequate? 

Also it may. be asked, Is there a defi- 
nite and properly coriducted defensive 
campaign? Of course it must always 
be borne in mind that a long coast is 
to be guarded, that a periscope is a 
very sinall object, and that the raid- 
ers have a vast atea of water to oper- 
ate in. Nevertheléss,. it should now 
be somewhat difficult for a U-boat te 
dlaim victims off Fire Island and per- 
haps on Géorges Bank, within easy 
steaming and flying distance of Nan- 
tucket. There certainly should be a 
well-equipped and competent alr serv- 
ioe along the Jersey coast,

And what “of the naval aéaplanes?

thousand planes for the navy. Like 
others, he was deceived by his too op- 
timisti¢ advisers, who could think only | 
in massive round numbers. Never- 
theless, the naval air service should 
not be negligible by mid-August, 1918. 
And between the efforts of the coast 
patrol afloat and the coast patrol in 
the air, there should soon be good 
hews to report of the. campaign 
against raiding U-boats. 


SPANISH INFLUENZA. 

On Tuesday a Norwegian steamer 
arrived at Quarantine and her doctor 
recorded’ nine cases of influenza on 
board. There had been three deaths 
from pnéumonia, following influenza, 
at séa. Cértain cases ° “transferred 
from ‘the boat to the. hospital’ ‘were 
classified as pneumonia, “ probably 
brought on by Spanish influenza,” 
says the physician in charge. Accord- 
ihg to Dr. Cormn, the Health Officer of 
the Port, the surgéon of the steamer 
aid not use the adjective “ Spanish ” 
in reference to the: cases reported on 
the boat. How ingenuous! At Quar- 
antine Wednesday morning it was 
said that the ship had been passed 
because there,\was no quarantine 
on influenza at this port. On Wednes- 
day night Quarantine said that thé 
kip had been passed bécause her sur- 
mn reported that the sick people on 
her had recovered. 

_ Apparently the health officers soon 
bécame doubtful of the wisdom of let· 
ting the ship come up.

quarattine. To some extent this was 
locking the stable door. after the horse 
had been stolen. It may be true, as Dr, 
CoPELAND says, that “ the public has no 
“reason for alarm, sincé, through the 
“ protection afforded by our most ef- 
“ficiént Quarantine Station and the 
“ constant vigilance of the city’s health 
* authorities, all the protection that 
“sanitary science can give is as- 
“sured.” There may be doubts as to 
the protéction accorded by our mest 
effidient Quarantine Station and vigi-. 
lant city health authorities if, after so 
many thousands of cases of Spartish 
influenza in Spain, in Germany, in 
France, in Bngland, in Cuba, it was 
only yesterday that the question of 
laying a quarantine against Spanish 
influenza was taken up by the protec- 
tors. “You haven't heard of our 
doughboys geétting it, have you?” 
said Dr. CoPerandD. “ You bet you 
haven’t, and you won't.” . The theory 
is that few but. persons badly nour- 
ished, of low vitality, are attacked by 
this virulent form of influenza. Nat- 
urally, the weakest are the pest cus- 
tomers of disease. But the British and | 
French soldiers in France, some or’ 
many of whom are said to have had 
this influenza, are well fed. The peo- 
ple of England, where it has raged 


considerably, are well fed. The peo-| 


ple of both Spain and Cuba are enjoy- 
ing remarkable prosperity, and pre- 
sumably their diet is in proportion, if 
always soberer and more frugal that 
ours. 

There is no necessity for alarm and 
nobody is going to be alarmed; but 
perhaps the health authorities of the 
port and the city have been a little too 
eager.to reassure the - public, which 
prefers the truth to official .demul- 
cents. And, possibly, those authori- 
ties have been too easy or incredulous 
in. regard to our Spanish visitor.

The al tive theory is that’ they 
think the ‘public will be frightened by 
the truth in regard to German éfficiency 
and achievements, and yet invariable 
experience should havé convinced them 
that nothing else so helps recruiting or 
the giving of money—that nothing else 
so stréngthens.the will to fight and 
win—as does full information about 
what the Germans have done. 

German confidence in the possibility 
of terrorizing other peoples cannot be 
destroyed, of coufse; ft is a reflex of 
self-knowledge. But it is an illusion 
which our own officials should not con- 
firm by treating us aé children, unable‘ 
to hear and bear the truth with come 
posure, whatever it may be.

Cooke, the newly appointed 
State Fuel .Administrator, conferred 
with the various County Administrators 
and the officials.of the local Adminis- 
tration yesterday in. the Chamber of 
Commerce in Liberty street. The meet- 
ing, Mr. Cooke said, would result not 
only ‘in the better acquaintance of the 
men who administer the coal affairs in 
this State, but also.in a closer co-ordi- 
nation of effort and the carrying out as 
a. unit of an intelligent programme for 
distribution and conservation ‘ of 
coal, About seventy-five men were 
present at the meeting. The county of- 
ficials were divided into groups of five, 
each group electing a spokesman to pre- 
sent its views. For this reason the 
meeting lasted until nearly 6:0’glock and 
there was much speaking. Evans Wool- 
en, acting director of the State Organi- 
zations Bureau of the Fuel Administra- 
tion and former Fuel. Administrator for 
Indiana, appeared rs the personal rep- 
resentative of Dr. Garfield, who wrote 
that’he was prevented from coming by 
important business. 

The distribution of domestic size an- 
thracite throughout the State was dis- 
cussed. Mr. Cooke said after the meet- 
ing: that it was not & question of filling 
all bins before e coming of cold 
weather. Filling bins, he added, was an 
all-the-year job. 

“* My belief is that, with careful dis- 
tribution and with reasonable conserva- 
tion, we are going to have enough an- 
thracite to get along on,’’ Mr. Cooke 

said. ‘' The —— object of this 
meeting is to build up ‘machine for 
distribution and to co-ordinate all our 
efforts. The supply is coming into 
every county in this State and is being 
distributed to the consumers. The 
State Fuel Administration, in conjunc- 
tion. with the Anthracite Committee at 
Philadelphia, is. now working so that 
every dealer will get his allotment of 
the visible sonny. 

‘ More coal ing mined. New York 
State has received 12 per cent. more 
than it did in 1916-17.”’ 

It was explained by Mr. Cooke that 
the northern tier counties first ‘were 
‘being supplied with coal. This was be- 
cause they were on a long haul, which 
meant more difficulty in distribution if 
the cold weather set in. 

In this connection, Mr. Cooke an- 
nounced after the meeting that the Le- 
high Valley, the Lackawanna, the Erie, 
and the Jersey Central railroads had 
made material increases in their ter- 
minal facilities for steaming out frozen 
coal. The State Fuel Administrator 
hopes to obtain a permanent ice breaker 
for keéping the channels open here so 
that barges can be shifted.
